While applicant has submitted a new set of claims, the claims do not indicate which text has been added or deleted. The 
requirement to indicate any text added or deleted was specifically pointed out to applicant in the communication mailed 8 June 2006. 
The examiner provided applicant with the text of 37 CFR 1.121 and even underlined the section entitled "When claim text with 
markings is required". The examiner cannot compare every word of the newly-submitted claims with the previous versions of the 
claims in order to determine differences therebetween; 37 CFR 1.121 makes it clear that this is applicant's responsibility. 

See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in 
order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1 .136(a).
